saloon, Broadway, rented by A. Ges- 
ler and L. Arder. 
Fifteen men were 
caught in the police net and hauled 
10 the City hall in the new police 
patrol, which was given its first real 
test with the weight of 20 men. 
After registering at City hall the 
men were released upon posting $15 
forfeits for their appearance in po­ 
lice court Monday morning. 
At the trial Mondav 11 of the men 
were fined $10 and the two proprie 
tors drew fines of $50 each.

gaged the services of an attorney and 
his cast' will be heard Monday after­ 
noon.
